large wealth, and the occupation of a high 
mercantile position, as qualifications for mem- 
bership, without laying hitmsolf open to a 
charge of toadyisia, It is quite possible that 
im some easos such may be the fact; but if 
some aro induced to givé their votes “to 
persons of position merely om account of 
their influence, we suspect the’ weakness is 


“: prodnetive on the whole of good, and that 


men acting upon very different ‘principles 
> may with perfect propriety profer.to entrust 
independent persons with the represoniation 
of their interests to leaving that task to 
olburs who, though they muy possess many 
qualifications, havo not the powor requisite to 
cause their views and opinions to bo so much 
respected as they should be, Everybody 
who knows anything of the world, is ware of 
the different degree of importance which is 
attached to opinions coming from u powerful 
quarter, and the same opinions when given 
utterance to by people whoxs position and in- 
fluence are not so great, The one speaks 
with the authority of.a man who is able not 
sonly to form opinions and to advocate mea+ 
sures, but to take very definite practical steps 
for having them carsied.out, The other’ can 
at Lest bope that his talents of advocacy. will 
be such as to induce men of the former class 
to iuko up his ideas, A man’s position is in 
itself part of his qualification tor momber- 
ship of a Legislative body, 28 itacts as a secu- 
rity that he will be alive to the necessity 
of advocating measures for the benefit of in- 
terests. in which he is himself lurgely cou- 
cerned, mod also that his advocacy will de- 
mand dug attention. “Rad” might, without 
impropriety, bave given those who have ex- 
pressed themselves in favour of men of mer-_ 
euntilo tinluenee being appointed to. the 
Council the credit of being actuated by somo 
such views as the abuve, in’ placo of merely 
‘being under the influence of w blind and 
stupid toadyism. 

Tbe most practical bearing of ‘the coutro. 
very which bas arisen, is however to be found 
in tho attgition which itcalls to the necessity 
of a wider basis of publicrepresoutation than 
that which at present exists. What is really 
wanted to muke any representative assembly 
advantageous to the Community at large, is 
thut influsnee of ¢ variety of kinds should 
be represented—that is, that the Couneil, 
shonld be cotyposed in part of men, whose 
tile is derived from ‘their’ position and 
wealth, aud in part Of those whosa talents 
or other special qualifications single them 
out as men likely to be ‘useful iu the public 
service. If we had, in fact, anything like a 
reprosentative syste, this would no doubt. 
‘be the resalt. But so long as the Council is 
constituted as it is, and the non‘official mem- 
bers have only ‘a consultative’ position ‘upon 
all general questiors, and can .with difficulty 
make their weight felt upon purely ‘eom- 
mercial matters, it is desirable that we should 
have as‘non-official members men occupying 
the most ipfluontial positions in, the mer- 
cantile world, in order that they may be able 
to bring all the influence possible to Year id 
the special direction in which it is.aloue 
possible for the non-official members ta act

The New York Herald gives -the following 
thoroughly churactvristio account of -the arrest 
of Senator Tweed for felony :—" Tbe portly 
form of Sheriff Brennan underwent a mo- 
mentary tremor when on oblong piece of paper 
was pinged in his hand. He looked at itagnin and 
again, and yot could scarcely: believe his eyes.' 
There was, however, no [mistaking either its 
purport or its genuineness. Kyerything was 
tn proper form, and the dazed city magnate at 
last, crediting the eridenco:.of_his_sonses,. ad-. 


mitted to himeelf that it. waa an order of arrest |. 


enlling for the body of William Mf. Tweed on x 
sbarge of felony, Itis not the sheriffs buai- 
ness to queztion ihe right or wrong of things, 
‘but where duty.calla for services to serve. The 
sberif turned to bia order of arrest deputy 
Judson Jarvis, and anid, ‘Look at this.’ The 
deputy inspected the document. ‘There ia no 
getting away from that,’ ha observed, and the

two walked out togother, and, crosging the City 


Hall Park, went atraight to the Department of} 


Public Works, on Broadway. When they 
arrived in front of that corner building Mr 
‘Mathew T, Bronnan halted and surveyed tho 
atronghold of Tweed, which had so often beon 
the’Mecca towarda whicb, in_palmier days, ho 
(the sheriff} had gone.on more cheerful, more 
mutually enlivening errands to sea bie whilom 
friend, tue bose.

‘but be walked straight to the desk of the hotel. 
and asked the spruce clerk behind the counter,

clerk; and tho sheriff, much to his relief, waa 
His eye-did..not-rest.to-tako. 
note of the muguificent farnitare, the elegimt 
ebandeliors, the luxurious carpets, and. the 
sumptuonsness of wverything around him, and 
about which so many ankiod things bad been 
hinted. Boys mind was bent,.as was natnril, oo 
discharging hie duty with as much despatch ag 
possible. At length a room was resched. The 
obsequious waiter stepped aside as.be: stopped 
atthe door, The two men of the law 
entered tha room and found ‘the ‘ boss’ 
seated, There wos an awkward pause; 
. which, bowever, the sheriff broke by saying, 
«Mr. Tweed, [ havea warrant, for. your srrest 
on the charge.of felony?! Felony!’ thundered 
the boss, starting up, Words were of no avail,

“not ocoupy long, and Tweed, with linge drope 
of perepiretion on ‘his forehead, sat down, or 
vatber fell down into'his seat again, ‘ Must]

At did not seem to him absolutely necessary, 
so’ the deputies were bade .to° remain by. 
. -botel, and keep watch and 
ward over thdir prisoner,’ Strange to say, not a 
whiaper of thé atfait apread outside the circle of 
the few hotel. people who knew or suspected 
romcthing, and avy person visiting the hotel of 
Friday night would not huve dreamed. that a 
dramatic episode in the science of city govern- 
anent bad transpired, or that its brown stone 
‘walla were those of a prison. About four 
aelock Sheriff Breonan, accompanied ky: hia 
deputies, Jarvis and Keys, took wing and pre:
